Atcheson was the lieutenant at the ECU? 
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A, 



Oh, yeah. And even after he was the 



lieutenant he would use other people to get us 

Q. Okay. Paragraph 24, it reads, 
"Defendant Atcheson continuously exhibited 
hostile treatment towards Plaintiff and other 



minorities . In one instance when a North 



Carolina police officer wrongly charged the 
Plaintiff with a criminal offense. Lieutenant 
Atcheson intentionally gave false information to 
North Carolina police knowing that it would be 



detrimental to Plaintiff Squires 



A. Yes 



Q. Tell me about North Carolina. 

A. There's not too much to tell about 
that. Every year I usually go from -- on my 
birthday -- as a matter of fact my birthday is 
next week -- I usually take off on a Sunday and 
for the whole week I fish. I start from the 
Chapton (phonetic) River, which is in Cambridge, 
and I travel all down the East Coast until I get 
to my mom's house.

Once 
we put our stuff in the car, I'm getting ready 
to get in the car.

store, I find a telephone, call the police. I 
said, look, I got this guy. I don't feel 
comfortable, me and my brother, 3:00 in the 
morning. Don't feel comfortable. Can you give 
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me some assistance out here because I don't feel 



safe? 



So he says, well, we'll call the 



sheriff's department because, you know, we're in 
a rural area in North Carolina. And he says, 
well, the sheriff can't come. He says, well, 
let me give you a number to the State. 

So he gave me a number to the state 
and called the state police. And he said, well, 
stay on. We're going to send a state trooper 
there. And the next thing I know this real, 
real big white guy, he comes. 

And I say, well, here comes a guy in 
an unmarked car and they're keeping my -- both 
of them are in plain clothes. The guy that's 
talking to me is in all black. 

So he talked to this guy who's in 
plain clothes and I'm still on the phone. So 
the white guy comes up to me and says, hang 
that phone up, and he used profanity. 

And I hung the phone up . The next 
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thing I know, I was on my way to jail. 

So based upon that, I was locked up. 
And the reason why I was locked up they say, 
interfering with a police in the line of duty is 
an obstruction of justice. 

So I said, what did I do? 
He say, I did not give him my license. 
And because he asked me for my license I was 
interfering with an investigation. That was it. 
BY MR. JACKSON: 

Q. Before you go on. As a police 
officer, if you had stopped somebody in the 
District of Columbia, stopped them whether 
driving or walking and asked for some 
identification, are they required to give you 
identification? 

A. I'm glad you said that. No. 
Q. They're not? 

A. No. Your constitution says that you 
don't have to do that. That means -- that means 
I can stop anybody and say, hey, give me your

Q. If you stopped somebody suspicious, 
who could have committed a crime or was about to

Q. So after you're locked up what 
happened? 

A. They called -- I asked them for one 
phone call and called my sister. They notified 
the police department. And basically my whole 
vacation was ruined so I came back up here. 

So that Monday I came in and they took 
my badge and gun. And Lieutenant Atcheson did 
the investigation. 

Q. How long were you locked up down in 
North Carolina? 

A. No. Just they hold me, hold me for -- 
I don't know, an hour. I don't know how long it 



was . 
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Q. At some point did you tell them that 



you were a police officer? 



A. Oh, yeah. So they -- because he went 
through my car. He took the key and went 



through the car . 



Q. Then you said that the police 



department was notified. 

A. Right. 

Q. Who notified them? 

A. I think they called. I think I told 
them that I was a police in Washington, DC. 

Q. And based on the fact that you then 
told them that you were a police officer, did 



they give you a break?

break? I don't understand what that means.

Oh, yeah, I used to go down 
to Cherry -- Cherry Point all the time. You 
know I was a marine . I used to go down to Nuben 
(phonetic) , North Carolina and all that, you 



know, 



Q. When he's saying I he ' s referring to 



himself? 



A. Yes --no. He's talking to the 
sheriff . 

Q. Right. But when he says, I used to, 
is he saying I, Lieutenant Atcheson? 

A. Yes. Lieutenant Atcheson is saying 
this to the sheriff, police department down 
there . 

Q . Okay . 

A. And they're having a conversation like 
they're buddies. And the next thing you know 
Lieutenant Atcheson has me down there to talk to 
me in reference to the case. 

And I said, well, I can't talk to you. 
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And he was like, why?
